T S supporting in part, or in whole, fifty home missionaries. These are 
distributed throughout the United States and Canada, and occupy 
important fields in the Church and for the good of the Master’s cause. 
Abroad, the Society has a mission conference in Sierra Leone, West 
Africa. In this conference are 398 appointments, with ten organized 
churches, and 5,638 members ; two young people’s societies, and ten Sab- 
bath schools, with an enrollment of 672 scholars; these are served by 
twenty-four officers and teachers. The literature of the Church is well 
patronized by this foreign mission. The churches of Sierra Leone paid 
for missions last year $390.30, and some of them are rapidly reaching a 
condition of self-support. The property of the African mission is as 
follows : Number of church-houses, ten, valued at $8,945 ; seven parson- 

ages ; nine farms of 160 or more acres each. Scholars in day school, 
including those in the Clark Training School at Shaingay, 382. Kev. 
A. T. Howard, A.B., is president of the Training School, and he is 
assisted in the work of instruction by Mrs. May Stevenson Howard, Rev. 
J. R. King, Mrs. Zella Bates King, and Remmie Caulker (native), the 
latter named having charge of the primary department. 

The Germany mission has had a prosperous year. We are operating 
on eight fields of labor, on which are twenty-nine organized churches, 
with eight pastors, forty-five appointments, and 836 members. Value of 
church property, $26,475. 

The new mission which has been opened in Japan will employ five 
Japanese preachers and teachers, together with one or more American 
missionaries. It is proposed to open first a number of schools and 
stations for evangelistic work in Tokio. 

For the support of all this work, the Society invites the offerings 
of all to whom the Lord has entrusted means, and also invites the 
consecrated activity of our people as missionaries for service in these 
fields.
